On the 13th Lieutenant General Spaatz, Major General Doolittle 
(his third star was announced the following morning), Major 
General LeMay, and prigad¢er General Kissner plus adjutants 
and secretaries arrived to ham out awards and shots in the 
arms. And they did. 

After dinner in the Officers’ Club, General Doolittle 
described the mission of the Right Air Force and its problems. 
General Spaatz followed regreting that it had to be this group 
thet absorbed most of the losses that such a mission as those 
to RPerlin must entail and congratulated those left on the spirit 
in which they were carrying on. Then Gene al Spaatz made the 
prsentation of awards, highlighted by Captain Reeders winning 
of the DS G during a mission on 6 September 1943. 

Formalities over, the Generals were at the disposal ¢ 
the airmen, signing short snorter motes and discussing any 
phase of anything that was brought up. General Doolittle was 
gurmounded by a large group interested in the Tokyo raid. 

When asked, "General, who flew your plane?" he ejected a "Well 
I'll be Goddamned!"

OPERATIONS OFFICER'S REPORT, BERLIN ON, 4 MARCH 1944, 


1. General Marrative, 100th "A" Group. Group formation took off 
at 0835 hours. By 0940 hours twelve aircraft of the group formation had 
assembled over Colchester at 12,500 feet. Because of the delay of ap- 
proximately 50 minutes in take-off it was impossible to make the first 
two control points. The rendezvous with the 13th "A" Combat Wing was 
finally made at Clacton at 1030 hours, altitude 20,6000 feet. The VYombat 
Wing formation was depleted, and not a good formation. | 


The climb to bombing altitude was started at Clacton at 1030 hours 
and was made at 150 I.A.S., 300 feet per minute. Rather than levell off 
at the ordered bombing altitude, the climb was continued to 27,000 feet 
at the I1.P. to get over cloud formations. The enemy coast was crossed at 
1051 hours at 25,000 feet. The last 2,000 feet of the climb was made in 
different stages to get over various cloud layers. 


The I.P. was rached at 1301 hours, the route to this point was as 
briefed. The visibility over the target was very poor. The three groups 
went over the target abreast and bombed on the PFFF by V.H.F, notification. 
After bombing, the turn was made to the Rally Point. The descent was 
begun immediately after bombs away and was made at 155 IeAsSe, 100 feet 
per minute, The RP. was rached at 1330 hours, altitude 20,500 feet. 


The descent was continued to 12,000 feet, when we levelled off at 15000 
hourse 


The enemy coast was recrossed at 1638 hours, ani the @scent to mini- 
mum altitude was begun immediately thereafter. The English Coast was 
recrossed at 1700 hours at 7,000 feet.e Our base was reached at 1720 
hours, having followed the briefed route all the way. The lead aircraft 
landed at 1725 hours, the rest of the gro p landing by 1746 hourse 


2. Aircraft Not Attacking: Seventeen aircraft departed this base, 
twelve aircraft in formation. Three of these airvraft, #389, 537, and 
957 turned back fefore reaching the dispatch point. Fourteen aircraft 
were dispatched. This does not include #735 which was counted as dis- 
patched, with 100th "B" Group and was scheduled to fly with 100th "Bit 
Group, but flew with 100th "A",

OPERSTIONS OFFICERS REPBRT MISSION BERLIN, 4 MARCH 1944. 


General Narrative: 100th "B" Groupe Formation took off at 0819 hours. 
By 0840 hours the lead and high squadrons were formed west of the field 
approximately 15 miles, at 5,000 feet in good formation. The group 
climbed in this area to 17,000 feet about 45 miles west of the field. We 
thought that we were with our combat wing, but it was the wrong groupe 80 
we turned back to Splasher #6, at 19,000 feet. We saw that wer were go- 
ing to be late at the first control point, so we informaed the 390th ~ 
Group that we would meet them at the second control point. Splasher 6 
was reached 4 minutes early, sow made a 180 degree turn and fell in 
beside the othe two groups. The groups were identified by an exchange 

of flares and VeH.F. We were then separated from them by two gorups 

that flew between us, forcing us to the inside of the turn, had to fly over 
the top of the other groups and enothe group forced us south of our 
turned point. We fell behind, and were unable to catch our wing againe 
After the 13th Combat Wing straightened out we saw that we would not be 
able to catch theme Anohter Combat Wing was sighted to the north, so we 
took a-heading to intercept them. We were unavle to intercept them, 
however, so we turned on the briefed course and returned to base. 


It is suggested that weather reconnaisance should be more accurate 
along the briefed courses 


The climb to bombing altitude was begun at Splasher 6 at 1002 hours. 
The climb was made at 150 IeAeS., 200 feet per minute. We then levelled 
off at 21,000 feet over the second control point, at 1012 hours. The 
enemy coast was crossed at 1046 hours. 


Rhethe enemy coa t we started climbing again to get over the blouds, 
After reaching 24,500 feet we saw that we could not catch the wing for- 
mation, so turned back at 50 48 N, 02 32 BE, getting flak as we turned, 


The French coast was recrossed at 1102 hours and started dexcending. 
The English coast was recrossed at 14,500 fe t at 1122 hours. The Descent 
was made at 170 IeAeM-, 600-feet per minute, The descent was continued to 
a point 15 miles west of the base where we levelled off at 2,000 feet and 
proceeded to base, landing at 1200 hours. 


2. Aircraft Not Attacking: 19 aircraft departed this base, 10 air- 
craft in formations 5 aircrart turned back before being dispatched, These 
wore #087, 256, 8009 508, 767. 13 aircraft were dispatched. None of 
the aircraft attacked the target, and all returned, 


Additional Narrative} 


The aircraft of this Group that completed the mission flew as high 
group in the composite formation. No enemy aircraft were encountered 
until we reached the IP. At that point 20 to 30 single engines fignters 
attacked. Attacks began at about 1310 hours md lasted until 1540 hours. 
Engmy appeared to be operating in groups of 12 to 14. They wuld fly 
parallel to and high to the right of our formation to a postiion about 
2000 yards ahead. They would then turn and spréad from 11 to 1 o'clock 
and come in to attack. After spreading they appeared to pick targets 
and attacked singly, in pairs and three's., Attacks were extremely fast 
and most of the attacking aircraft would paces within 50 feet of our 
planes. After passing through our formation they would queue to the rignt 
and repeat the same attacks. About 5 of these attacks were made before 
our excort came in in force near the RP and dispersed them. Only 20 mm 
and machine gun fire was observed from these enemy craft, After this 
group of attackers were driven off by our escort, P-51's, no others 
were seen along the route from the target. 


Bombs ere dropped in the western part of Berlin on Pathfinder 
flares. Visibility was very poor, but some crew members were able to 
see part of Berlin through breaks in the undercast add one tail 
gunner reported smoke in what he believed to be a residential section 
of the city. Observations were made from altitudes of approximately 
27,000 feet. Photographs show some ground through undercast, but do 
not show bomb burts.

DIARY OF 351st BOMBARDMENT SQUADRON, 100 BOMB GROUP, 
FOR MONTH OF FEBRUARY 1944. 


The mighty aerial onslaught to pulverize prime Axis military targets in 
preparation for opening the Second Front reached new heights during February 
1944 when combat airmen of the 55l1st Bombardment Squadron contributed their 
share of the hazardous tasks by making 108 sorties and dropping the greatest 
tonnage of high explosive end incendiary bombs ever destined for enemy 
objectives during any preceding month,’ a record of the month's activities 
discloses. The increase in aerial operations far overshadowed all other events 
in February affecting the squadron. 

Besides participating in bigger and more concentrated raids, the squadron 
was fortunate in achieving the feat of all combat personnel and planes returning 
safely from a record-smashing ordeal of 13 missions. This encouraging news from 
the acrial front line raised hopes of many that a speedier end of hostilities in 
the European Theater of Operations could be expected.e The month's amazing 
operational record easily surpassed that for January when only seven recognized 
missions were made. The absence of casualties was an outstanding feature of 
February's activities, a marked improvement over Januarye 

The frequency of raids hastened the completion of combat duty for seven 
officers and two enlisted mene This group was transferred to the 12 RCD, where 
most everyone is believed to have received orders for returning to the states 
on a 30-day furlough before reporting for a new assignment. 

A tragedy was recorded for February claiming the life of S/Sgt. Ralph 
Buchanan, a bombsight maintenance mane Buchanan, whose home was in Green Castle, 
Pa., died February 4 in a London hospital as a result of injuries sustained in 
accidentally falling from the second floor of a London building two days 
previously. The victim, who had been a member of the squadron since nearly the 
beginning, was buried in Brookwood cemetery near London. 

Other events ranking fairly high in the way of interest included the 
presentation of the Distinguished Flying Cross to T/Sete Raymond Harjo, receipt 
of a direct second lieutenancy commission by S/Sgt. Donald 0. Ellis, and the good 


record made at times by the basketball team and boxers.

Harjo received the DFC citation February 16 for displaying exceptional 
courage by remaining at his post as aerial engineer after being seriously. wourided 
in the face by enemy fire while on an operational mission. 

The unexpected happened to S/Sgt. Donald 0. Ellis, tail gunner who finished 
his 25 missions in December, when he received a favorable response from his 
application for a direct commission as a second lieutenant. The president's order 
arriving the early part of the month was unexpected in view of the fact that direct 
Gommitssions to men already in uniform are considered rare. Ellis, in order to be 
eligible for a commission, received an honorable discharge from the army on 
February 7 and immediately was commissioned a second lieutenant. Lieutenant 
Ellis is now a gunnery officer at a nearby bomber base in the ETO. 

The squadron fared moderately well in athletics during the month by competing 
with other units on the local base in basketball end boxing. The cagers, managed 
by Cpl. Harvey Woods, a former star athlete in Virginia prep circles, won 
second-place honors in league competition for the regular season. Their record 
in the base tournament was not too impressive because of losing to both the 550th 
Bomb Squedron and to the Group Headquarters detachment. During the regular season, 
the 351st quintet annexed encounters from the 418th squadron, 28th Station Compliment 
squadron, 1776 Ordnance company, 1276 Military Police company and the Group 
Headquarters teame 

The high cage scorers for the squadron were S/Sgt. James Schollard and Sgte 
Rudolph Zulkiewicz, both playing guard positions. Other first team members were 
Cpl. Harvey Woods and S/Sgt. John Bergstrom, forwards, and Pfc. Howard Swank, center. 
Substitutes included Sgt. Donald Conklin, Cple Salvatore Sogga and Pfos. Arthur W. 
Gretenhart, John Atkinson and Ernest Jimineze 

In boxing, four members of the squadron participated in bouts staged by the 
base emerging with three wins and three defeats. Sgt. Paul Deane maintained a 
spotless record by triumphing on two occasions. Cpl. James J. Dineen tasted both 
victory and adversity in his two ring eppearances. Deane, a 155-pounder, scored a 
quick win in his debut match by gaining an 18-second knockout. His second victory 
was @ three-round decision. The remaining two fistic setbacks were chaleed 


against M/Sgt. Robert Boyle in the 180-pound class, and Cpl. Harvey Woods, entered 


in the 170-weight category.
